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Talk,  Film  on  Frost 

Presented  by  Collector 

An  evening  with  Robert  Frost,  pre- 
sented through  a  delightfully  percep- 
tive talk  by  C.  Waller  Barrett  and  a 
film  about  the  poet,  followed  the  sec- 
ond annual  meeting  of  the  Friends  of 
the  Sweet  Briar  Library,  Apr.  23. 

Drawn  from  his  personal  acquaint- 
ance with  Frost  and  from  his  own 
studies  of  his  works,  Mr.  Barrett's  talk 
gave  an  insight  into  the  man  and  his 
poetry  which  was  both  comprehensive 
and  eloquent. 

It  ended  with  the  epitaph  pro- 
nounced by  President  Kennedy  at  Am- 
herst College  in  October,  1963:  "Our 
national  strength  matters,  but  the  spirit 
which  controls  our  strength  matters 
just  as  much.  This  was  the  special 
significance  of  Robert  Frost  ...  he  saw 
poetry  as  the  means  of  saving  power 
from  itself." 

The  film  concentrated  on  Frost's 
later  life — on  his  farm  in  Vermont,  in 
Washington,  and  at  various  assemblies 
where  he  recited  poems  and  talked  in 
his  characteristically  original  manner. 

To  those  who  heard  Frost  when  he 
visited  Sweet  Briar  six  years  ago,  the 
program  brought  vivid  recollections  of 
that  memorable  evening.  To  others  in 
the  audience  it  provided  an  unusually 
enjoyable  introduction  to  him. 

Mr.  Barrett,  a  member  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  Board  of  Overseers  and  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Council  of  the  Friends 
of  the  Library,  is  widely  known  as  a 
book  collector  and  student  of  litera- 
ture. He  gave  his  Frost  collection,  the 
largest  extant,  as  part  of  his  priceless 
collection  of  American  literature,  to 
the  University  of  Virginia  several  years 
ago. 

Sweet  Briar's  own  book  collection 
will  be  enriched  by  the  purchase  of 
many  volumes,  through  funds  amount- 
ing to  $6500  which  were  voted  for  this 
purpose  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  it  was 
announced  by  Mrs.  Charles  N.  Prothro, 
chairman.

Before  his  consecration  at  Little 
Rock  last  October,  Bishop  Keller  had 
been  Dean  of  St.  Andrew's  Cathedral 
in  Jackson,  Miss.,  for  several  years. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Wash- 
ington &  Lee  University,  he  joined  the 
Marine  Corps  and  served  as  an  officer 
in  the  Pacific  and  in  Washington  during 
World  War  II. 

After  nearly  a  decade  in  business 
and  farming  in  Louisiana  and  Arkan- 
sas, he  decided  to  enter  the  ministry 
and  enrolled  in  the  graduate  school  of 
theology  at  the  University  of  the  South. 
He  then  attended  General  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York.  Ordained  a 
deacon  in  1956  and  priest  the  follow- 
ing year,  he  moved  his  family  to  Har- 
rison, Ark.,  where  his  charge  included 
three  missions  in  the  Ozarks. 

Bishop  Keller  has  been  active  in 
community  and  church  affairs  and  ser- 
ves on  the  boards  of  the  Kent  School 
in  Connecticut  and  General  Theological 
Seminary.  His  oldest  daughter,  Caro- 
line Haywoo'd,  was  graduated  from 
Sweet  Briar  magna  cum  laude,  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  in  1964. 

Dr.  Humelsine  has  headed  the  multi- 
ple enterprises  of  Colonial  Williams- 
burg since  1958,  a  post  which  has 
given  scope  to  his  abilities  in  organiza- 
tion and  management  as  well  as  to  his 
creative  talents,  especially  as  a  histo- 
rian. He  majored  in  history  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland  and  still  enjoys  do- 
ing research  in  conjunction  with  new 
proiects. 

President  Johnson  last  year  ap- 
pointed Dr.  Humelsine  chairman  of 
the  American  Revolution  Bicentennial 
Commission,  which  is  responsible  for 
preparing  the  program  for  the  anni- 
versary observances,    1976-1981. 
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Student  Government  officers  who  were  elected  in  February  and  began  serving  in  April  include:

Won  by  Three  Students 

Awards  for  summer  study  and  re- 
search and  for  graduate  study  in  chem- 
istry have  been  won  by  three  Sweet 
Briar  students. 

Bryan  Alphin,  a  junior  majoring  in 
chemistry,  has  received  appointment  as 
a  Summer  Student  Trainee  in  the  pro- 
gram sponsored  by  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  and  administered  by  Oak 
Ridge  Associated  Universities.  She  will 
work  on  a  research  project  in  chemistry 
at  the  Oak  Ridge.  Tenn.,  National  Lab- 
oratory for  10  weeks  beginning  June 
12,  under  supervision  of  a  senior  staff 
member  of  the  laboratory. 

Bryan,  who  comes  from  Greenwich, 
Conn.,  is  one  of  two  juniors  recently 
initiated  into  membership  in  Phi  Beta 
Kappa.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Greenwich 
High  School. 

Another  junior  chemistry  major, 
Cathryn  Gray,  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  has 
been  awarded  a  grant  under  the  Under- 
graduate Research  Participation  Pro- 
gram of  the  chemistry  department  at 
Hollins  College.  The  program  is  sup- 
ported by  the  National  Science  Founda- 
tion. For  10  weeks,  June  12  to  Aug. 
21,  Cathryn  will  work  on  a  research 
project  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Nina 
Marable,  assistant  professor  of  chem- 
istry at  Sweet  Briar,  who  will  be  doing 
research  at  Hollins  during  the  summer.

A  senior  mathematics  major,  Mary 
Gress,  of  Norfolk,  has  been  given  a 
teaching  ass'.stantship  by  Iowa  State 
University  at  Ames  where  she  will  be 
a  graduate  student  in  chemistry.

In  Virginia  he  heads  the  State  Board 
of  Conservation  and  Economic  Devel- 
opment and  he  was  chairman  of  the 
Governor's  Conference  on  Natural 
Beauty,  held  in  1965.  He  is  a  trustee 
of  the  Virg'nia  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
the  Mariners  Museum,  the  Jamestown 
Foundation,  and  the  National  Trust  for 
Historic  Preservation,  and  is  an  officer 
or  director  of  various  business  and 
community  organizations. 

During  World  War  II  Dr.  Humelsine 
was  ass'stant  to  Army  Chief  of  Staff 
George  C.  Marshall,  and  served  on  the 
staffs  of  Gen.  MacArthur  and  Gen. 
E'senhower.  After  his  discharge,  he 
entered  the  State  Department  and  be- 
came Assistant  Secretary  and  then  Dep- 
uty Under-Secretary.  When  he  left  in 
1953  to  become  executive  vice  presi- 
dent of  Colonial  Williamsburg,  he  had 
served  under  four  Secretaries  of  State.

First  Dana  Professor 

Appointed  in  English 

Dr.  Babette  M.  Levy  has  been  ap- 
pointed Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of 
English  at  Sweet  Briar  beginning  in 
September.  Her  appointment  is  the  first 
of  four  Dana  Professorships  provided 
for  under  a  $250,000  matching  grant  to 
Sweet  Briar  from  the  Charles  A.  Dana 
Foundation. 

Dr.  Levy  will  teach  courses  in  Amer- 
ican literature,  her  special  area  of 
competence,  and  two  sections  of  fresh- 
man English.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Hunter  College,  New  York,  where  she 
taught  for  37  years,  and  holds  advanced 
degrees  from  Columbia  University.  She 
also  holds  a  degree  in  librarianship 
from  the  University  of  Denver.  Last 
semester  she  was  Distinguished  Visit- 
ing Professor  of  English  at  Morehouse 
College  in  Atlanta. 

In  1942  Dr.  Levy  won  the  Brewer 
Prize,  given  by  the  American  Society 
of  Church  History  for  the  best  manu- 
script submitted  in  a  national  compe- 
tition. She  has  also  held  two  grants 
from  the  Institute  of  Early  American 
History  and  Culture. 

In  addition  to  many  articles  which 
have  been  published  in  various  literary 
and  historical  periodicals,  Dr.  Levy  is 
the  author  of  two  books:  Preaching 
in  the  First  Half-Century  of  New  Eng- 
land History;  and  Early  Puritanism  in 
the  Southern  and  Island  Colonies. 


New    Director   of  Buildings 

A  newcomer  to  the  college  staff  is 
Charles  C.  Kestner,  who  came  in  March 
as  Director  of  Buildings,  succeeding 
Lloyd  R.  Hoilman.  Until  his  death 
early  this  year,  Mr.  Hoilman  had  ser- 
ved the  college  for  more  than  20  years. 

Mr.  Kestner  is  a  graduate  in  civil 
engineering  from  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute,  where  he  received  his  degree 
in  1950  following  military  service  in 
World  War  II.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers 
and  the  American  Concrete  Institute. 

Since  1957,  Mr.  Kestner  had  been  a 
general  field  engineer  and  office  en- 
gineer for  the  Portland  Cement  Asso- 
ciation, in  Lynchburg  and  in  Rich- 
mond. He  has  also  been  plant  engineer 
for  Concrete  Structures,  Inc.,  in  Rich- 
mond; city  engineer  in  Harrisonburg 
for  four  years;  and  assistant  town  en- 
gineer in  Salem. 

The  Kestner  family  will  move  to 
campus  during  the  summer.  Mary 
Elizabeth  will  enter  Sweet  Briar  in  Sep- 
tember; Valery  is  a  sophomore  in  high 
school.
